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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In fulfillment of their duties as prescribed by the Statute, 
your Committee herewith submit their report of the condition 
of the schools entrusted to their care during the past year.— 
Matthew Arnold (an English divine,) remarked that “Con- 
duct is three-tourths of life,” and we agree with him. In order 
that our youth may acquire proper conduct, every teacher should 
be required to teach practical morality, temperance, punctuality, 
true politeness, chaste language, and all those virtues which 
make the perfect man and woman divested wholly of dogmas. 
We would have conventional politeness taught only incidental- 
ly, but we would have that kind instilled into the minds of our 
youth which is the result of practicing the goldenrule. Neither 
would we go back fifty years,and impose on our youth the 
propriety of doffing his hat to every one; but we would have 
him show proper respect to all with whom he might come in 
contact, and especially to the aged. At the present time it is 
seldom we meet a lad who is truly polite, but when we do it 
is like coming upon an oasis in the midst of a desert; it is so 
refreshing. 

Edward Everett once said that, “a boy who could read his 
language well, write a good hand, and had a thorough knowl- 
edge of the elements of arithmetic and geography, had a good 
education.” These studies should be pursued, excluding all 
others till they are thoroughly mastered; for they are of para- 
mount necessity, as three fourths of our school population never 
go beyond the district school. If the proficiency of the scholar 
will warrant such studies as philosophy, physiology, hygiene, 
“Science of common things,” constitution of the United States, 
might be introduced with profit, always excluding Latin and 
Algebra to the pupil of limited time. Scholars should be 
educated in reference to their probable pursuits through life, 
that no time may be wasted on those studies that are an orna- 
ment rather than a benefit. 

Our schools have generally prospered the past year. We 
have introduced a new spelling book (Warren’s,) into the 


ili) 


schools the past year, and think they have been received with 
general favor by teachers and pupils. We think a change of 
Readers desirable, but especially a change in Geography, in 
order that uniformity may be secured. 


SPECIAL” REPORT: 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Miss Etta C. Goss, of Peterborough, teacher; summer term. 


This school is the largest in town. There seemed to be too- 


many classes for the number of scholars, making the time for 
recitation too short. No complaint was made and fair pro- 
gress was made in all branches taught. At the closing exer- 
cises the school appeared well, but too long for comfort. 

Winter term, taught by Miss GR. Heath, of Harrisville.— 
An experienced teacher of much energ ey and: ability. She la- 
bored hard to make the school a success, and her efforts bore 
an abundance of fruit. Much credit is due the teacher for her 
untiring efforts. Hope to see her in our schools again. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Miss Fannie Goodhue taught the summer school in this dis- 
trict, consisting of four pupils—only two toward the close.— 
This is one of those schools where the pupils are so few in 
number that no teacher can awaken anything like life and in- 
terest. Miss Goodhue appeared faithful and willing. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Mary Colby, of Mass. A 
bright scholar who appeared to have the good will of her small 
school. ; | 

School for winter term was taught at the house of J. B. 
Knight to save traveling so far to accommodate one scholar. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mary A. Tenney, of 
this town, an active, young teacher. The school was made an 
interesting and profitable one. Miss Tenney has taught in this 
‘district before with success. 

Fall term, taught by Miss Nellie Hadley, with her usual sue- 
cess. Miss H. is quiet, but faithful in her work. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Elva E Sheldon, who 
had some experience—teaching previously in town.
